GERMANY PROPOSES $100 TAX ON VISITORS. 


The conservative German press, tom between an impulse to 
bar the gates of Germany to her late enemies from America and a 
desire to profit as much as. possible from the American dollars, 
is urging the Government to impose a head tax of $100 or more 
upon ail American visitors, and apply the proceeds toward the 
payment of German pensions. 
The mythical 300,000 Americans, who, according to a cur­ 
rent story, have engaged passage for Germany through one tour­ 
ist agency alone, are used as a basis of calculation of showing 
this tax would yield at least $30,000,000 for German pensioners. 
The United States, which levies a head tax of $8 upon alien 
visitors, could not object, it is argued, to a similar imposition, and 
it would also tend to counteract the increase in the cost of living 
caused by the invasion of “American locusts’’ or “foreign leeches’’ 
to mention only two of the metaphors applied to American visi­ 
tors by one writer. 
It needs hardly be said this is not the view' of the average 
German business man who bases his hopes of this summer’s 
profits largely upon the purchasing power of the doUariferous 
Americans, nor of the hotels and health resorts which count upon 
American clientele to fill the establishments at profitable prices. 
They oppose any measures which tend to restrict the American 
invasion.

HALF-TIME AND HALF-DAY. 


It may seem a far cry from geology to coal strikes but the 
report of the geological survey on the soft coal industry clearly 
explains a good deal of the coal miners’ discontent. 
The Survey shows that during the last 30 years the coal min­ 
ers have lost an average of 93 working days a year. That is bad 
enough. Suppose the ordinary business man or railroad man or 
prol essional man were forced to remain idle, without compensa­ 
tion, three working days out of every ten. 
Lately it has been much worse. The mines were shut down 
113 working days in 1919, 84 days in 1920 and 138 days in 1921. 
Last year then, the miners worked only a little more than half 
time. One week’s pay had to be stretched over n e a r l y two weeks,

at their lace value. A miner and his family have to keep on liv­ 
ing whether they are working or not. It is the year’s income that 
counts, and the average year’s wage of the miners last year was 
a starvation w’age.

buzzer circuit ‘and (causing trains 
of electromagnetic waves (radio) to 
be sent over the detector circuit cor­ 
responding to the pushing of the push 
button. 
Move the phosphor bronze 
wire (catrwisker) over the surface of 
the galena until you find the most 
sensitive spot- 
Have patience and after 
a 
little 
practice you will have no difficulty 
in keeping your detector always in 
adjustment. Do not be deceived when 
you touch different connections on 
your set and hear a sound that the 
detector is in adjustment- 
When it 
is in adjustment the signals and music 
will be fairly sharp and clear. 
How to Tune Your Set- 
Adjusting the telephone receivers 
to your head, press the buzzer to be 
sure that the detector is in adjustment 
and- finding it so, take hold of the 
switch lever onthe coil and 
slowly 
move back and forth, thereby varying 
the wave length and by so doing bring 
it into tune (resonance) with a trans­ 
m itting station. 
There are stations sending all 
the 
time, but mogj of the radio-telephone 
broadcasting stations transmit 
be­ 
tween seven and ten o’clock in the 
evenings.
